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Agreement in tatters, 


Sturgeon still protected 


The fire agreement be- 
tween St. Albert and the 
MD of Sturgeon is in tatters 
this week - it no Jonger exists 
- but the MD will still have 
fire protection in the strip 
bounded by Calahoo in the 
west and Namao to the east. 

An interim fire agreement 
was to have expired at noon 
September 1 between St. 
Albert and Sturgeon, but 
Mayor Dick Plain of St. 
Albert has hastened the 


event and ended the agree- 
ae as of 1:45 p.m. August 
Thus ends a long hassle 
between the MD and St. 
Albert over getting fire 
protection from St. Albert in 
the south end of the MD. 
And with failure to reach 
agreement on interim fire 
protection, there seems little 
hope at the moment for fire 
protection in the long term. 
But the MD of Sturgeon 


does not seem to be worried 
by the end of the fire 
agreement with St. Albert. 

Reeve of the MD Bill Flynn 
told the Gazette Tuesday 
afternoon, referring to St. 
Albert’s Mayor Plain, ‘‘If he 
thinks he’s got us over a 
barrel, he’s got us over the 
wrong barrel.’’ 

And another spokesman 
for the MD Secretary Tr- 
easurer Gib Boddez told the

Mayor Dick Plain of St. 
Albert came out swinging at 
the new provincial planning 
act (Bill 15) last week August 
25 


For the mayor, and appar- 
ently for all municipalties in 
Alberta, there are several 
bones of contention in the 
Act, which the mayor told a 
press conference in the 
Akinsdale Community Cen- 


tre, ‘thas received first 
reading in the last session of 
the legislature and will be 
finalized in the next sess- 
ion.”’ 2 

The first criticism levelled 
by the mayor was that 
changes in the Act (over the 
previous Act) will destroy the 
partnership in regional plan- 
ning decisions and will put 
limits on who may sit on 
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regional planning commis- 
sions. 

Mayor Plain also fears that 
certain developers may cash 
in on proposals that would 
cnt the provision of land for 
uses like roads and walkways 
from 30 to 25 per cent in 
proposed subdivisions.

Big backlog at hospital 


When the fourth floor of 
the Sturgeon General and the 
hospital’s operating theatres 
get into full swing again by 
September 6, both will be 
faced with a backlog of 180 
patients, mainly for elective 
surgery. , 

The fourth floor has been 
closed since May and the 
operating theatre has been 
closed for renovations for 
several weeks. 

At one point earlier this 
summer it looked as though 
the operating room might be 
ready to go again, but the 
renovations were. criticized 
by the Alberta Hospital 
Services Commission and or- 
dered to be redone. 

According to Chief of Staff 
Dr. Ed Tworek, it will take

The Gazette received a call 
this week from a citizen 
much concerned about the 
traffic problem on St. Albert 
Trail caused by the drive-in 
theatre traffic. Mr. Lyle 
Jubenvil!l told the Gazette 
that he had been through 
“the full gambit of bureau- 
crats at City Hall, and had 
telephoned the RCMP and 
Councillor Breadner,"’ but it 
seemed no action could be 
taken. This has been a 
perennial problem for many 
years but complaints and 
requests for improvements 
have been to no avail. 

With the recent surge of 
population and traffic in the 
Grandin area the situation 
has become almost intol- 
erable in Mr. Jubenvill’s 
view, and worse than that 
dangerous, ‘‘It’s only a 
matter of time before we 
have a serious accident or 
even a death,’’ he said.

The Reverend Father 
Maurice LaFrance OMI offi- 
ciated at the funeral services 
held in the St. Albert Roman 
Catholic Church on August 
29 for Emile Jean-Laurent 
Cherot. Interment followed 
in the church cemetery. Mr. 
Cherot had been a resident of 
Youville Home for. three 
months, spending part of 
that time at Sturgeon Gener- 
al Hospital. He celebrated 
his 93 birthday with an 
outdoor party at Youville 
among family and friends on 
August 17. 

Mr. Cherot was born in 
1884 in Domfront, Norman- 
dy, France, the son of Emile 
and Marie-Anne (Nobis) 
Cherot. He married Celes- 
tine Bone on November 13, 
1909 and in 1911 the couple 
left the farm estate on which 
they were employed to emi- 
grate to Canada. 

Emile worked his way 
westward taking a variety of 
jobs. He did bush work in the 
Winnipeg area, worked on 
the building of the Grand 
Trunk-Great Northern rail- 
way line out of Rocky 
Mountain House for some 
time and as a plow beam 
raiser on 14 furrow gang 
plows pulled by a huge 
steamer in the Provost plains 
area. 

In 1918 he was able to 
realize the opportunity he 
had been seeking and moved 
his family onto a small farm 
north of Edmonton in what is 
now the Castle Downs sub- 
division. In 1922 a greater 
challenge presented itself 
and they moved to the St. 
Leon district, where most of 
his family received their 
schooling in a one-room

school. Mr. Cherot served as 
a trustee on the St. Leon 
school board and on the 
Ratepayers board. He was 
also a member and organizer 
of the Edmonton Natural 
Milk Producers and Distri- 
butors Association. 

Already established as a 
successful market gardener 
his 67-acre garden farm 
became for many years a 
conversation starter for many 
many travellers along St. 
Albert Trail who would point 
out the arrow straight rows 
upon rows of potatoes, 
cabbages and other vege- 
table crops. 

In 1928, Mr. Cherot 
diversified his farming op- 
erations and entered into the 
dairy fresh bottled milk 
business. This became a 
rapid growing venture and 
for several years served over 
three hundred families in the 
Dunvegan and Calder areas 
of Edmonton. 

In 1934, Mr. Cherot was 
honored with the unofficial 
title of ‘‘potato king.’’ This 
acclaim was given for his 
achievement in successfully 
marketing a heavy and sur- 
plus crop of potatoes in the 
midst of the depression 
years. 

The official ‘‘Green 
Mountain’’ potato variety 
became known that year as 
‘‘Mortgage Lifters’’ and 
several car lot shipments 
were so tagged. 

During the depression 
years, though of modest 
means, Emile Cherot was a 
willing helper of any young 
farmer who needed help to 
keep going. His farming area 
was extended to the north of 
Big Lake and for many years 
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share-cropped, some of whi- 
ch was the present Roger 
Henry property. 

Mr. Cherot became a 
widower in 1936 and for the 
next eight years continued 
expanding his dairy and 
farming operations until he 
decided to retire in 1944. 

Following a few year’s 
residence in West Edmonton 
Mr. Cherot moved to Maill- 
ardville, B.C. In 1949 he 
married Mrs. Marie Cor- 
mier. Mr. Cherot then 
developed a property rental 
business in the New West- 
minster area which he con- 
tinued to be actively involved 
in until 1974, 

He was never greatly 
interested in sports but 
enjoyed family gatherings 
and any challenging card 
game. He was also an avid 
reader and enjoyed travelling 
and geography. 

In 1974 the couple took up 
residence on Grenfell Ave- 
nue in St. Albert. 

Predeceased by a daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Hugh (Helen) 
Yeudall who resided in 
Edson, Mr. Cherot is sur- 
vived by his loving wife, 
Marie, eight sons and three 
daughters: Emile, Leon, 
Albert and Jack of Edmon- 
ton; Robert of St. Albert, 
Mrs. Jim (Marie) Sharp of 
R.R. 8, Edmonton, Mrs. 
Emile (Lorraine) Morin of 
Dewinton, Paul Cormier of 
Port Coquitlam, Dan Cormier 
of Coquitlam, Roger Cormier 
of Maple Ridge, and Mrs.

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Mayor Plain should be 
ashamed of himself 


In three short years the name Mayor Plain has become 
widely known throughout the x Edmonton area and 
not to the credit of the people of St. Albert. It would be 
difficult to list all of the black marks to our fair city in one 
column, but we'll tabulate some of the major booboos. 


Back in November, 1974, a short month after winning 
election over former mayor Ray Gibbon, our mayor 
announced that he would not honour decisions made by the 
former council on a sewer agreement with the town of 
Morinville and the MD of Sturgeon. The result of this 
decision was extremely costly both in dollars and timing to 
the three municipalities. The two smaller municipalities 
finally arranged joint financing last month for adequate 
sewage disposal, and St. Albert lost a paying customer. 


In January 1975 the mayor took it upon himself to engage a 
B.C. Engineering and Architectural firm to plan and design 
a major cultural/recreation complex to be located on the 
former Rodeo grounds off Highway 2. This project was 
eventually shot down by the taxpayers in 1976 in a 
plebiscite, but not before the taxpayers had picked up a tab 
in the neighbourhood of $200,000 for the firm. In the 
meanwhile St. Albert has lacked a second arena and covered 
swimming pool for three years. Consultants have been hired 
for innumerable reports, position papers, projects and 
studies and these people don’t work for peanuts. Alderman 
Rod Throndson recently questioned the mayor on the total 
costs of these many studies but was given the brush off. It 
would appear the mayor doesn’t want this information out 
for public consumption. 


The general plan after three years in the making is still to be 
accepted by the Edmonton Regional Planning Commission 
and the general public. We were told by one of the members

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ot a committee formed of local residents to provide public 
input into the Plan that ‘‘All we were there for was to dot the 
1's and cross the t’s.’” 

The manner in which our mayor used ‘‘creative’’ 
bookkeeping to borrow $3.55 million to purchase land for 
industrial purposes, while avoiding a plebiscite on the large 
borrowing, should be remembered. Now another $760,000 is 
being spent for underground servicing for the site. 
Alderman Throndson opposed this expenditure on the 
grounds that the city has no firm commitment from any 
developer for the Campbell Industrial Park - a lone voice 
crying in a tyrannical wilderness. 


The 30 million dollar Down Town Core concept announced 
with great fanfare in July, 1976 has so far attracted no 
developers. The city is paying almost $20,000 interest every 
month on the borrowing used to acquire downtown land. 
Recently the Gazette learned that prospects of developing 
the downtown are very minimal following the subsequent 
announcement of the shopping centre on the highway by 
Abacus Developments. This was the view of a recognized 
planner who had input into the downtown core design. We 
‘do have what is commonly called ‘‘Plain’s Speedway”’ using 
a hefty chunk of the expensive property. 


The mayor has also been involved in a bitter controversy 
with the two St. Albert school boards over the attempt to 
exercise undue control of their affairs by way of a 
development agreement - the only one of its kind in Alberta. 
The school boards are also elected representatives and 
entitled to their actonomy in school affairs. They are 
responsible for considerably larger budgets than the city. 
While the discussion continued on the terms of the 
development bylaw, the Protestant Board was held up for 
over a year in building badly needed schools in West 
Grandin and Lacombe Park. This hassle not only cost the 
taxpayers more money for their schools, but also created 
great inconvenience for many children forced to leave their 
own neighbourhoods and bus to other schools this term. 
Had it not been for some 250 students leaving St. Albert for 
the new high school in MD Sturgeon this year, plus the 
co-operation of the Catholic Board, the Protestant Board 
could have found it necessary to bus children to Edmonton 
schools with classroom vacancies. 


Just this week the mayor has announced that the MD lands 
near St. Albert will no longer be provided with fire 
protection from St. Albert. This action was taken because 
the MD could not agree to a contract demanding a payment 
of $380,000 every year for the service. Last year the MD

colonial Railway.

used the St. Albert service for 58 calls, an that under the 
contract which the mayor wants each call would have cost 
$6,551 dollars - many of them grass fires. The MD council 
could not justify this cost for what is basically protection for 
properties adjoining a fire, since the chances of saving a 
building after 15 or 20 minutes, with limited water capacity 
are very slim. It should also be noted that one of the 
pumpers stationed in the St. Albert fire hall is owned by the 
MD and has provided a needed additional unit for the city. It 
should be further noted that St. Albert saved thousands of 
dollars in acquiring right-of-way for its sewer line through 
the co-operation of the MD council in making their roadways 
available. 


Not the least in a series of manoeuvres by the mayor to gain 
political power is the unprecedented make-up of the city’s 
Municipal Planning Commission. No less than four 
members of a seven-person council consider development 
proposals along with the technical city staff representatives, 


These four then take the planning commission's 
recommendations to city council where they have no chance 
to be defeated. This is a complete reversal of regular 
procedure where city commissioners and technical staff 
make the recommendations, unaffected by political 
considerations, and then they go before the full council for 
discussion and decision. 


Finally there is the position of the mayor that a small town of 
25,000 requires a full time mayor with commensurate salary 
of $24,000 plus expenses. This would of course effectively 
eliminate a large proportion of the capable and interested 
people in St. Albert who would be interested in serving their 
community as mayor. It would effectively eliminate most of 
the people who might want to run against Mayor Plain of 
course. And it would effectively open doors for other 
academics with their jobs protected by tenure. Is this 
measure either desirable or in the best interests of the 
people of St. Albert. We don’t think so. Lethbridge with a 
1976 population of 46,818 and Medicine Hat with 33,200 are 
served hy part-time mayors with city managers and 
commissioners. 


St. Albert’s reputation as a city for the well-heeled middle 
class, as a city which does not co-operate with its municipal 
neighbours large or small, nor its MLA, as a city whose 
mayor always knows what’s best for the entire Edmonton 
metropolitan region, does not in our view reflect the 
attitudes of its residents. It reflects the attitude of an 
ogant mayor who should be ashamed of himself.

Disagrees with Mayor 
on planning - costs to residents 
are high 


After having read the Mayor's views on the Planning Act, 
I feel the readers are entitled to some additional information 
and another point of view. 

The mayor intends to examine the New Planning Act to 
ensure ‘‘that residential, commercial and industrial 
developments are carried out in the best interests of the 
people of the community.’’ 

This is‘the mayor's duty and the first thing he should do is 
to examine the ways and means of reducing the costs of 
servided lots to residents and reduced costs of annual 
maintenance for public works constructed at the resident's 


expense. 

The mayor should be looking to ways and means of 
reducing the amount of land required for public purposes, 
as all capital costs for local improvements are related to area 
and length. 

Mayor Plain claims that a local municipal authority should 
have sole and absolute power over land use and 
development and there should be no appeal (he calls it 
interference) from a higher authority. He also leads his 
council to enact such measures as give him the power to 
select immigrants to his city and thereby keeps out people 
who may be poor on arrival. It is a pity he cannot deport 
citizens who meet his qualifications upon arrival, but go 
broke through ever increasing local tax burdens. Mayor 
Plain claims if the citizens don’t like what a council does 
they can vote the council out. If he or any of his council do 
not like what our Provincial Government does, he or they 
can run against the Government and kick them out. 


HIGH DEDICATION COSTLY FOR CITIZENS 


Mayor Plain states the City of St. Albert requires 16.5% 
of land for schools and parks and up to 30% for roads, lanes 
and walkways. This amounts to 46.5% of all lands. Under 
the new Act the City will get 35% of the land for nothing. Do 
the citizens of St. Albert realize that the annual costs of 
maintenance of public lands and services could be reduced 
by 35% if the proposed new Act had been in force all along? 
As these costs represent possibly 50% of municipal taxes, 
these taxes could be reduced by 17%. 

Do the citizens of St. Albert realize that if, through better 
planning, the average residential densities were increased 
from the present 15 persons per acre to 22 persons per acre, 
the maximum dedications of 35% under the new Act would 
not be needed, the assessment for tax purposes on an 
acreage basis would increase by at least 30% while the 
annual cost of maintenance of public lands and services on a 
per acre basis would be reduced substantially. 


DEVELOPERS FORCED INTO ‘GREAT’ DEALS 


Municipal Councils all like to tell their ratepayers about 
the great deals they force developers into, in giving up more 
and more public lands for free. They fail to advise their 
ratepayers that every extra square foot of land taken for 
public purposes means an increase in annual maintenance 
costs, which results in higher taxes and/or higher utility 
costs. 

The new Planning Act is proposing to limit street, lane 
and walkway areas to a maximum of 25% of the gross 
development area of all subdivisions. To attain an area of 
25% or less for these purposes a realistic look needs to be 
taken as to: 

1) the ratio of street lengths to the number of building 
sites, 

2) street and therefore paved road widths, 

3) number of single family and multi family building sites 
per gross acre. 

There is no doubt that once municipal governments start 
looking at savings in annual maintenance costs and require 
designers to justify the amount of land proposed for public 
purposes, we would find that areas for streets, lanes and 
walkways would seldom exceed 23%. An annual savings in 
maintenance costs of between 13% to 30% is certainly a 
worthwhile target for any municipal government to aim for. 


DEMANDS KEEP GOING UP 


If Municipal and Regional Planning Commissions are 
*‘clearly in a much superior position in terms of determining 
what the realistic requirements are for roadways, walkways, 
etc. in a subdivision than the provincial legislation and 
bureaucrats,’’ why is it that each year the demands for 
public land purposes, maintenance costs and servicing costs 
keep going up and up far in excess of the rate of inflation? 

It would appear that more and more local municipal 
governments wish to balkanize our Province by their 
demands for greater autonomy in planning matters. There is 
a great opportunity for local communities to be different 
from other communities through design excellence and 
without land wastage. 

Every subdivision in existence that exceeds 25% of its 
arca for circulation could have been improved as a living 
environment had the approving authority demanded that 
circulation be limited to 25% or less, providing there were 
no major arterial roads or freeways involved, and the 
neighbourhood area was a realistic size relative to the minor

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arterial road requirements. Every one of the above noted 
conditions are within the absolute control of the local 
approving authority. 

Mayor Plain’s comments as to utilization and 
administration of dedicated lands are good and valid 
providing always that the local municipality treats the 
various School Districts within its boundaries equitably. 


CITIZENS PAY FOR DEDICATED LANDS 


The municipality holds title to dedicated lands in trust and 
on behalf of those citizens who own homes, businesses or 
industries situated within the original gross unsubdivided 
lands from which the dedicated lands were taken. He seems 
to forget that it is these citizens who paid for these dedicated 
lands. 

The housing industry is absolutely opposed to any sale of 
school sites but not for the reasons given by Mayor Plain. 

Developers together with their conmSultants aid pubiic 
planning “authorities expend funds to design subdivisions 
with some character of their own, and hopefully so as to 
provide a good quality of life for the future residents, After 
the planning is approved (two to five years or more), the 
developer expends funds to subdivide, service, zone and sell 
the lots. Builders buy the lots, build homes and sell to home 
buyers. 

The home buyer, in the purchase of the home, has paid 
for the land on which his home is located, plus the home, 
plus a pro-rata share of all the participants’ costs and 
profits, the parks, school sites and roads. 

If Mayor Plain has his way, the home owner will also have 
paid for probably two times his share of the cost of fire 
stations, police stations, City Hall, libraries, major utility 
capital costs, etc. all in accordance with the approved plan of 
subdivision. 

Now, if schools or in fact any public body are allowed to 
sell lands dedicated and paid for by the home owner, the 
purchaser of such lands will expect a re-zoning to a 
commercial or high density use. This use would upset the 
character and quality of life in the neighbourhood and 
should be the sole and only reason to ensure that dedicated 
lands are not sold to anyone,

FIREFLY BREEDING? 
From the National Geographic Society 


Japan, which gave the world cultured pearls, is now the 
home of the cultured firefly. 


The insect whose soft yellow glow adds a special magic to a 
summer's eve has been one of the casualties of industrial 
progress in cities in Japan. 


Firefly populations have declined to the point where some 
urban youngsters now grow up without ever glimpsing those 
will-of-the-wisp flashes of light that mark a firefly’s flight 
through the night air. 


Japan has taken action, breeding fireflies to be released in 
Tokyo on summer nights. An official explained that 

‘sometime in everybody's life he must chase a firefly in one 
form or another."’ 


Firefly cultivation, currently a very small industry, 
apparently grew from the problem confronted a decade ago 
by one of the Japanese capital's largest outdoor restaurants. 


The restaurant found that as Tokyo had become more 
crowded and industrialized, the fireflies whose intermittent 
flashes enhanced diners’ pleasure had almost disappeared. 


Management paid people to trap the insects in rural areas 
where they were still numerous and deliver them to the city 
to gleam in the restaurant's spacious garden. 


Then in 1973 one district of the city began providing money 
for breeding and raising fireflies, so that the insects again 
would shine in neighbourhood parks and streets. 


The program now costs more than $15,000 a year. Its high 
point is an annual festival in July when crowds turn out to 
watch hundreds of glimmering fireflies freed from atop a 
specially-built tower, 


Those fleeting beacons that so entrance viewers are the 
courtship signals a firefly beams into the darkness to find a 
mate. 


Scientists believe chemicals from the insects may help in 
identifying cancer. 


But the fireflies’ primary function remains what it has 
always been: to serve as briefly sparkling jewels adorning 
balmy summer nights.

Gazette that the Morinville 
fire department is going to 
look after Sturgeon’s fire 
protection needs in the 
Calahoo-Namao strip. 

Mr. Boddez said the MD 
now has an agreement with 
Edmonton which just has to 
be signed, for fire protection, 
and the MD has also got 
authorization for protection 
from the Department of 
National Defence, Namao for 
similar services. 

Mr. Boddez added that 
DND will come out and help 
if they are requested and 
Sturgeon is also negotiating 
with the County of Parkland. 
Mr. Boddez said that the 
municipality can see no 
problem in giving the MD 
fire protection in its south- 
west corner. 

There seems little fear that 
the MD will lack protection 
now that the agreement with 
St. Albert has finally collap- 
sed. 

In the last 12 months St. 
Albert has answered 58 calls 
from within the MD of 
Sturgeon, all of which are 
paid for by Sturgeon. 

The main bone of con- 
tention between St. Albert 
and Sturgeon was always 
that the MD did not see the 
reason why it should have to 
cough up the $380,000 
demanded by St. Albert 
Mayor Dick Plain, (for fire 
protection) when the service 
could have been given for a 
fraction of the cost. 

A spokesman for the MD 
confirmed as much Tuesday 
afternoon, but did not want 
to be quoted on a figure for 
the fire protection costs in 
the last 12 months, 


LAST DITCH EFFORT 


There seems to have been 
a last ditch effort by St. 
Albert Mayor Dick Plain to 
save the fire agreement. 

He said that Tuesday 
afternoon the city had placed 
calls tothe MD ‘‘but there 
was no reply.”’ 

Mayor Plain then ordered 
the St. Albert Fire De- 
partment not to answer any 
fire calls from the MD of 
Sturgeon as of 1:45 p.m. 
Tuesday ‘‘under any condi- 
tions’: unless ‘‘it was under

ditions.”’ 

Reeve of the MP Bill Flynn 
pointed out that the terms of 
the agreement the MD had 
offered St. Albert were fair. 
‘We upped (the terms of the 
agreement) quite a bit,’ said 
the reeve, ‘‘and he (Mayor 
Plain) is supposed to-have 
taken a look at it.”’ 

The reeve pointed out that 
the MD paid the charges for 
every call, the storage of 
equipment, training and 
standby time.

School task force a 
waste of time 


‘An utter waste of public 
funds and time,’’ was the 
reaction of Dr. Alex Proud- 
foot, president of the Alberta 
School Trustees Association, 
to the recent announcement 
by the government that a 
School Facility Task Force 
had been appointed. The 
Task Force was set up to 
receive reactions to the 
government's Woods Gordon 
report on School Facility 
Logistics. 

“The School Buildings 
Branch has been an albatross 
around the neck of school 
boards for more than a 
decade,"’ said Dr. Proudfoot. 

“The Woods Gordon Re- 
port, which must have cost 
thousands of dollars in fees 
and staff time, makes re- 


commendations that could be 
inferred as indicative of 
school board incompetence 
in determining what local 
building needs are. Boards’ 
decisions have been con- 
strained by the regulations of 
the School Buildings Branch 
itself,’’ he said. 

**Now the government is 
saying to boards and others, 
waste the time and effort of 
your staffs who should be 


busy in the business of local 
education, to prepare sub- 
missions on this costly 
report,’’ said Dr. Proudfoot. 
“It’s preposterous.” 

“If the government would 
stop make-work projects and 
leave school boards to get 
along with meeting their 
local educational needs as 
they were elected to do, 
Alberta education would be 
better off,’’ he declared.

reduce the amount of park- 
land and open space in future 
residential subdivisions, thus’ 
forcing cutbacks in the 
expectation residents have 
for game and sport areas in 
their neighbourhoods. 
Mayor Plain demonstrated 
there will be a ‘‘never ending 
controversy’’ because the 
new planning Act outlines 
that school boards will be 
able to take a portion of the 


10 per cent public reserve, 
currently earmarked for park 
land requirements only. 

Later in the press confer- 
ence Mayor Plain said the 
provincial government was 
extending sectarianism in 
religion (in the context of 
separate school boards) into 
public space and the appor- 
tionment of it. 

Mayor Plain admitted that 
there were a number of 
positive features in the new 
legislation, ‘‘there are some 
excellent changes, but some 
could impair the level of 
urban communities that de- 
velop in the future.’’ 

Mayor Plain warned that 
the situation is grave. 

I wonder if the people of 


Alberta understand how gr- 
ave the situation is,’’ he said. 
He added the Act would 
grossly interfere with att- 
empts to build a better 
province, which at the 
moment is very affluent. 

He suggested that with the 
legislation ‘‘being pushed on 
us now"’ municipalties might 
have to fight in an underhand 
manner. 

When asked if the Act puts 
municipalities in the pro- 
vince in a position where 
they will band together and 
fight the legislation, the 
mayor replied, ‘‘This is the 
purpose of my translating the 
implications of these pro- 
posed changes.”’ 

When the debate occurs on 


the new planning Act in the 
fall session of the legislature, 
Mayor Plain hoped that 
elected members would try 
and bring out ‘‘these points’? 
he referred to the ‘‘average 
MLA - he may not under- 
stand or may not be 
knowledgeable of the conse- 
quences of the present draft 
in front of us."’ 

Mayor Plain criticized the 
provincial government for 
looking at municipal govern- 
ment as no more than a 
developer (in some areas). 

But the positive aspect of 
the new planning Act, Mayor 
Plain pointed out, ws that it 
would eliminate ‘‘a lot of the 
bureaucracy in the ERPC in 
subdivision regulation."’

Theatre 3 has successful seventh season 


Theatre 3 has catapulted its 
way through a full season of 
six productions in five hectic 
months, and landed res- 
oundingly on its feet with 
several major goals realized. 

Last October saw the 
appointment of Stephen 
Gentles as general manager. 
Mr. Gentles was a particular 
asset to Theatre 3 at this time 
because of his experience in 
the conversion of a former 
stock exchange in Montreal 
into the sophisticated Cen- 
taur Theatre. In the case of 
Theatre 3, the conversion 
was from a former welding 
school come car body shop 
into a fully flexible theatre 
space -- a $700,000 task 
completed in six short weeks. 


Statistically the season 
was a gratifying success. 
During the twelve-perfor- 
mance subscription run, Th- 
eatre 3 played to 90% 
capacities, with La Ronde 
leading the season at 103% 
capacity (full frontal atten- 
dance) and The Hostage and 
Long Day's Journey Into 
Night both topping the 90% 
season's average. 

Performances were seen 
by a total of 17,000 people, 
with the tour of three 
Chekhov farces to four north 
and central Alberta com- 
munities playing to more 
than 1000 people in five 
performances. 

Financially the seventh

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Concerning Women Of Today's World 


The illegitimate child - who is the illegitimate child? 


A child born in Alberta 
today enjoys one of two legal 
statuses. A ‘‘legitimate’’ 
child is born to a woman 
married to his or her father. 
An “‘illegitimate’’ child is 
born to a woman who is 
single, or married to some- 
one other than the child's 
father. 

According to statistics 
supplied by the Department 
of Social Services and Com- 
munity Health, there were 
3,411 illegitimate births in 
Alberta in 1974. Only 588 of 
these children were surren- 
dered for adoption. The legal 
status of the majority of 
illegitimate children who re- 
mained with their natural 
parents is discussed below. 

The child will take the 
mother’s surname. The mo- 
ther is forbidden to change 
her surname and her child’s 
to that of the father. 
However, if the mother and 
the father jointly make a 
written request to the Divi- 
sion of Vital Statistics, the 
child may take the father’s 
surname, or the father’s 
surname hyphenated or co- 
mbined with the mother’s 
surname. 

As guardian, the mother is 
responsible for the custody, 
care and education of the 
child, and may determine the 


child’s religion. There are 
some exceptions to this 
principle. 

If the child’s parents are 
living together in a common 
law union, the Family Court 
may cause the father to 
support the child until that 
child is 16. For purposes of 
The School Act, a father may 
be a ‘“‘parent’’ when he 
completely maintains or sup- 
ports and controls the child.

Changing your name? 


The general rule for 
change of name is that a 
person may adopt whatever 
name she/he chooses if the 
purpose of the change is not 
fraudulent; that is, you must 
not intend to wilfully deprive 
someone of a right or do 
them injury. Subject to this, 
anyone in Alberta may 
change her/his name without 
going through legal pro- 
ceedings and for all purposes 
the name thus assumed will 
constitute her/his legal name 
This means that a person 
may have more than one 
legal name in a lifetime. 

The provincial government 
has passed The Change of 
Name Act that also provides 


a method for changing a 
name. It is not the only way 
to change a name, as was 
explained above, but this act 
provides for formal registra- 
tikon of a change of name 
and amendment of records. 

It is not law, but cultural 
and social custom which 
dictates that women assume 
their husband’s surname 
upon marriage. 

Many women are now 
choosing to retain their 
maiden name when they 
marry. 

You may use your hus- 
band’s name for social 
purposes and for travelling if 
you find it more convenient. 
You are still entitled to sign 
all legal documents and 
identify yourself for all other 


purposes with your birth 
name. 

Marriage certificates are 
issued in the name of each 
spouse, not in the name of 
the husband. This document 
is proof that you are married 
and proof of your name. 

Since Alberta allows a 
change of name other than 
through the Change of Name 
Act, you can say that 
whatever name you consis- 
tently use is your legal name.

years of age. 

An illegitimate child sh- 
ares in the deceased mo- 
ther’s estate as if he/she 
were legitimate. The child 
may claim benefits from the 
deceased father’s estate, if 
he dies without leaving a 
will, only if he left no legal 
heirs and has made’ a recog- 
nition of paternity during his 
lifetime. If the deceased 
father left a will, it must 
clearly include the illegi- 
timate child if he/she is to 
have a claim to the estate. 
However, an application for a 
greater share in the estate of 
a deceased father who left a 
will may be brought on 
behalf of the child if the child 
has been acknowledged as a 
child of the deceased and is 
not adequately provided for 
under the will. 

The father of an illegiti- 
mate child may be required 
to help support the mother of 
his child during the last three 
months or pregnancy, and 
the child until the age of 16 
should the mother wish to 
enforce these statutory ob- 
ligations. The support may 
take the form of monthly 
payments or a lump sum 
settlement as agreed upon 
between the mother and 
father alone, through their 
legal counsel, or through the 
Department of Social Ser- 
vices and Community Health 
(The latter service is free, 
and the agreement is en- 
forceable). 

Nevertheless, a court will 
consider a natural father's 
application for access or 
custody.

Education major factor in Junior Saints program 


Directors of the newly 
formed St. Albert Saints 
Junior A Hockey Club re- 
cently adopted a four point 
educational program that 
should go a long way toward 
maximizing future educa- 
tional opportunities for team 
members. Underlying the 
program is the belief that 
through sound program pl- 
anning and the development 
of a sense of player com- 
mitment and self-discinline, 
that education and junior 
hockey can go ‘hand-in- 
hand’.

Captive flocks 
threaten migratory birds 


The tame ducks and geese 
in city parks, zoos, and 
private collections, which 
create an appreciation of 
nature, have in some in- 
stances become a threat to 
waterfowl. 

Ducks and geese that do 
not migrate are particularly 
prone to duck plague (duck 
virus enteritis) and serve as 
reservoirs for the virus. The 
disease becomes apparent 
when birds are subject to 
some form of stress such as 
cold weather or overcrow- 
ding. A large percentage of 
birds contracting the viral 
disease ultimately die. Mi- 
gratory waterfowl can con- 
tract the disease when they 
mingle with very susceptible 
stationary flocks. 

Stationary flocks are also 
prone to other diseases such 
as fowl cholera and to 
interspecies breeding which 
threatens genetic purity. In

The 1977 Migratory Birds 
Regulations, issued by the 
Canadian Wildlife Service, 
Department of Fisheries and 
the Environment, contain 
last minute changes to Al- 
berta’s season dates. The 
dates indicated on the chart 
are corrected and supersede 
those appearing on posters 
previously on display. 

Daily bag and possession 
limits for ducks again this 
year are eight and 16 


more than two white-fronted 
geese may be taken and four 
possessed. For coots, Wil- 
son's snipe and rails, bag 
and possession limits are 10 
and 20, 

The CWS asks hunters to 
complete the daily bag 
record attached to the 
migratory game bird hunting 
permit. This information is 
needed to complete the 
harvest survey questionnaire 
which will be mailed to some 
hunters at the end of the 


season. Data from this 
survey are used to set bag 
and possession limits and 
season dates for the foll- 
owing year.

In a previous column some 
of the economics of home 
preservation were mentioned 
I would like to elaborate on 
that and look at the pros and 
cons of canning and freezing. 
After the initial decision to 
preserve or not to preserve is 
made, the homemaker must 
then decide whether to can or 
freeze. 

When food is home grown 
there is no question - home 
preservation is economical as 
well as being more flavorful. 
But, if the food must. be 
purchased, the decision de- 
pends on the individual 
homemaker - her skill, 
equipment, storage space, 
access to shopping, stan- 
dards, family size and 
demands on her time. 

One non-monetary factor 
that should be considered 
with economical aspects is 
that of self-fulfilment. Mak- 
ing something yourself has a 
certain pride to it. Home 
preserves are not only enjoy- 
ed by the family but they 
make wonderful gifts. 

It will be worthwhile to 
consider all the factors and 
estimate the cost before 
making a decision. Some 
general points: 

It will cost more to can if: 

1. You need to buy fruit 
and vegetables 

2. You need to buy jars (it 
costs more to can in pint 
sealers than in quarts) 

3. Poor technique or stor- 
age causes spoilage 

4. Your family can't use 
the size conveniently.

It will cost less to can if: 

1. You produce your own 
fruit and vegetables (or if you 
get it on special during 
certain parts of the season). 

2. You have all the equip- 
ment needed and plan to can 
each year, 

3. You have adequate skill 
and storage space.

1. The price is especially 
low.

3. Shopping is relatively 
convenient and you can take 
advantage of specials.

$150,008 hits the spot 
for sports facilities 


There was a real bit of 
cheque passing in the MD of 
Sturgeon Monday afternoon 
when the Sturgeon School 
Division #24 was officially 
presented with a $150,661.50 
grant for the new sports 
facilities at the Namao Com- 
posite High School. 

The cheque was presented 
to Reeve of the MD Bill 
Flynn at the field house 
under construction near the 
new high school, part of the 
30 year joint agreement for 
the use of the facilities 
between the MD and the 
school division. 

The formality of passing 
the cheque to the school 
division was made a few 
minutes later when the 
delegation of the Reeve and 
the MLA drove back to the 
MD offices in Morinville. 

Total cost for the new 
sports facilities at the high 
school is $301,323 and the 
facilities are expected to 
come into use by the summer 
of 1978. The high school 
itself is expected to open this 
fall. 


The sports facilities in- 
clude tennis courts, an ice 
rink, with outdoor basketball 
and volleyball courts for 
summer use. 

The field house has wash- 
rooms and dressing rooms 
and a grounds keeper shop. 

Another feature of the 
sports complex which is for 
the public use of Sturgeon 
and Sturgeon School Division 
#24 residents is standard 
metric running track with a 
football field in the centre of 
it. 

The site also includes a 
soccer and fastball field and 
there is ample provision for 
public parking. 

The recreation and sports 
facilities will be administered 
by Sturgeon Regional Re- 
creation Council. 

Commenting on the de- 
velopment grant for Stur- 
geon and the school division, 
Reeve of the MD Bill Flynn 
told the Gazette he wished to 
thank the MLA, and the 
Minister of Parks Recreation 
and Wildlife, Al ‘‘Boomer’’ 
Adair for giving their help to 
‘*such a worthy cause."’ 


Hog prices lowest - board 
cannot influence 


The Alberta Hog Produc- 
ers Marketing Board in a 
memorandum to all active 
hog producers in the pro- 
vince last week pointed out 
that it ‘‘should be clearly 
understood that the board is 
now operating without a 
reserve, or floor price for the 
60 days starting August 22.” 
During this period when an 
independent study is being 
conducted on the hog price 
relationship, the board is 


unable to influence the hog 
flow or hog pricing unless the 
Minister of Agriculture so 
directs. Thus nothing will be 
done to influence the tele- 
type hog market. 

For the week ending Aug- 
ust 26 the board noted that 
no other Canadian market, 
nor any U.S. Terminal 
market received prices as low 
as those received by Alberta 
producers. 

The North American Mar- 


ket Report Summary shows 
Alberta with a Canadian 
dressed equivalent price at 
$60.34 with return per 210 
pound hog at $100.40, which 
compares with $61 and 
$101.50 in Manitoba and 
$67.05 and $111.60 in Tor- 
onto. Six American terminals 
listed showed Canadian dr- 
essed equivalents ranging 
from $61.85 to $63.85 with 
returns per 210 pound hog 
from $103.30 to $106.70, 


Harvesting is slow 
in Sturgeon 


Harvesting is very slow in 
the MD of Sturgeon local 
District Agriculturist Wally 
Klatt told the Gazette Tues- 
day. 

“‘Swathing and combining 
are just about nil,’ Mr. Klatt 
said, ‘‘but the odd field has 
been taken off.’’ 

‘People are swathing wh- 
enever it quits raining,’’ Mr. 
Klatt added. 

But Mr. Klatt had some 
comforting words for local 
farmers, as things are much 
worse in the neighbouring 
area of Barrhead. 

Mr. Klatt pointed out that 
farmers in Sturgeon were 
much better off than those in 
Barrhead, some had never 
got their crops off and ‘‘they 
have had 20 inches of rain 
since May.” 

Mr. Klatt says that in 
Sturgeon there is a standard 
wheat crop, with some of the 
earlier seeded crops having 
been taken off. 

Some of the earlier seeded 
barley is yielding between 
35-70 bushels an acre, he 
added. 

Mr. Klatt says as far as he 
knows, none of the rape crop 
has been taken off yet. 

He points out that the 
main fear is getting a bad 
frost, ‘‘as there is still a lot of 


green stuff around.” 

In general, the district 
agriculturist describes a har- 
vest which has proved to be 
slower than most years, 
except in the case of early 
seeding, and ‘‘maturity has 
been delayed due to damp 
weather.’’ 

The land west of Morin- 
ville and Riviere Qui Barre is 
said to be fairly hard and 
according to Mr. Klatt, ‘‘this 


means that with the mini- 
mum amount of drying we 
will get machinery on it.’’ 

Mr. Klatt said that some 
people were still haying and 
a few were taking off a 
second crop, with the quality 
described as ‘‘some good, 
some bad."’ 

On a note of optimism, Mr. 
Klatt added that, ‘‘if the 
weather smartens up they'll 
really get going."’ 


Legal copes well 


with expansion 


Legal is planning to extend 
its present sewage lagoon 
facilities to match two large 
subdivisions which could 
boost Legal’s population to 
near the 1500 mark. 

The population given for 
Legal as at the end of last 
April was 934, according to 
the mayor of Legal, Art 
Morin. 

Mayor Morin says the 
present lagoon facilities to 
the north of the village are 
good for a capacity of 1200 
people, but with the exten- 
sion will be good for 2,000.

expressed that a dug out 
near the proposed subdivi- 
sion might be just that and 
not a lagoon. 

But MD Utility Officer 
Rick Thorne pointed out the 
dug out (lagoon) might be 
big enough for 100 users, 
possibly as much as 500, and 
could also be hooked up to 
recreation facilities, as well 
as the school. 

Reeve of the MD Bill Flynn 
pointed out that a similar 
sewage system in Villeneuve 
was almost complete and one 
slated for Alcomdale was out 
for bids. 

The two systems are the 
septic tank kind. 

Mr. Thorne outlined the 
kinds of grants that were 
available to offset the ex- 
pense of a sewage lagoon in 
the hamlet if the people 
really wanted it. 

There seemed to be some 
attempt to second guess 
what the MD was about with 
the dug-out, and the ad- 
vertising of the proposed 
subdivision and the land 
reclassification. 

Councillor Lawrence KI- 
uthe told Angus McDonnell, 
one of the delegation, that it 
was “fine for you to second 
guess us, we accept the 
criticism, but we’ve accepted 
the business transaction.’’ 

Mr. Kluthe also pointed 
out that the MD didn’t mind 
allegations of being ‘‘dough- 
heads.”’ 

One resident asked for a 
vote on whether the dug-out 
should remain or be filled in 
or fenced because of the 
danger that youngsters mi- 
ght fall in. 


But no vote was taken. 

The four acres taken up by 
the dug-out was also contro- 
versial because some resi- 
dents thought it vital for 
recreation, 

“*If we lose it, we want four 
acres somewhere else,’' a 
resident said. 

Another resident pointed 
out, ‘‘we need ball diamonds 
bad."’ 

After allegations that the 
MD had tried to ‘‘shaft’’ the 
community, Mr. Kluthe said, 
“I do not think we ever tried 
to stick it into any com- 
munity.’’ 

Trying to cool things, 
Councillor Clay Crozier said, 
“If everything carries out to 
its final end, would there not 
be ample access, ample 
recreation and an ample 
lagoon?’’

Sturgeon also wants to 
“emphasize self sufficiency 
and the integration of land 
uses in and around com- 
munities to minimize travel. 

The MD wishes that the 
impact be minimized on rural 
municipalities by building on 
a neighbourhood basis. 

Other recommendations 
are that the supply of 
housing be increased by 
providing sufficient serviced 
land and that schools be built 
where the need is shown. 

Water services should be 
provided emphasizing the 
use of one single metro 
system. 

Sewage disposal should be 
provided by using regional or 
metro systems. 

The MD feels that growth 
should be decentralized to all
